We have previously furnished to you information 
ve have received concerning the investigation being conducted 
by Wee Orleans District Attorney James C. Garrison concerning 
the assassination of the late John F. Kennedy. 

The news' media on the evening of larch 1 , 1967, 
reported that Sr. Clay Shaw had been arrested in lew Orleans 
and charged with "conspiracy to commit murder." There Is 
attached a memorandum which sets forth information in oar 
files identifiable with lr. Shaw. Also Included in our 
memorandum is data alleging that Clay 6haw is identical with 
Clay Bertrand, whose name previously came up during our 
investigation of Lee Harvey Oswald immediately following 
the assassination of President Kennedy. 
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This data is also Being furnished to the Bonorable 
Earvin Watson, Special Assistant to the President.
